had not appeared during the day and dis- 
covered the dead man' lying on the bed 
•with the tube still in his hand. 
Tho deceased was about 5 feet six or 
seyun inches tall itnd weighed about 160 
po'unds. His clothes were good. He had 
taken much care to remove all traces 
of his identity. "What few papers that 
were on his person had all the names 
carefully erased from. them. One name 
was deciphered as C. J. McKlnney. In 
his pockets there were books of liquor 
dealers indicating that lie had been in 
Kansas City, Mo., anil in Norfolk. Va.

written.^ letter, 
unsigned, was found or. his pers'on: 
"i am sorry to have to do this rash 
act, but there Is no way out -of it.

have thoug-ht of nothing else for the. last 
twelve months. So r. must 'h^ dong and 
thus end a life which hns beejl a jKilure 
from the start. Pleafe do nert' holi'my 
rem;Li:is for identification as J s.m t"h£u- 
samis of miles from any acquaintances 
or relatives and I do not wish them to 
know of this." 
From the general appearance of the 
deceased and from the neatness of the 
handwriting, it is surmised that ho was 
a man of some education and refinement. 
His hands indicat; that he had never 
done any manual labor.

What was considered 
a luxury only a quarter of a century ago. 
is now a. necessity. Ambitions for at- 
tainments then belonged only to th« few 
elect, but is now common to all, and .with 
the widening of the fieMs of industries 
and. 
the broadening of views and ideas, 
the equipment has proportionally Increas- 
ed. The young man who is reaching out 
for a position in. life must have a larger 
outfit of attainments. 
"In this age of centralization and spe- 
cialization, the young man, no matter 
what, is his vocation, must prepare him- 
self 
to withstand 
the searchlight 
of 
criticism and the throng of competitors. 
-'One particular equipment which is In- 
dispensable to every aspiring yoiing m:in 
Is the equipment of culture. Years ago 
culture was thought necessary only to 
professional men. or to the upper class- 
es who plumed themselves with culture, 
as a mere ornament, but. today culture, 
is becoming general. No man can main- 
tain hl.s position successfully and endur- 
Ingly without education 
and 
without 
knowledge. Culture itself has broadened. 
Culture as we understand It today con- 
sists not-only in knowledge Df facts but 
also In knowledge of human spirit. A 
cultured man is one wh<i. in connection 
with his knowledge of fncts from books, 
is''expected to be a mar. of keen percep- 
tion, broad vlsloned. refined In manners 
and ..with soft sympathi' s. This culture 
ie the indispensable basis upon which 
young men of todu1/ myy hope to build 
a successful manhood. 
"He cannot deceive the world of the 
present. Every word he utters, every act 
he performs, consciously or unconscious- 
ly, shows what is distinctive in his nat- 
ure. 
His character and Ills knowledge 
are .immediately read in every form of 
his activity. It is. therefore, necessary 
to learn. A psalmist symbolizes educa 
tion by • a tree planted near fertilizing 
waters.' How perfect n simile. ' The 
whole plan of the tree, Its trunks, branch- 
es, leaves, flowers and fruit are contain- 
ed In the nourishment uf the root. The 
greater the nuorlshinent of the root the 
more beautiful the development of the 
tree. Man is like a tree. The whole plan 
of manhood,
